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The testimony in the Lehmann trial lays bare the whole con- 
spiracy between President Turner of the St. Louls & Suburban 
Railway, Phil Stock, his “legislative agent,’’ and the boodlers 
of the Municipal Assembly to sell a. franchise worth $2,060,000 
to the railway for $135,000 in bribes. It was a cold-blooded con- 
spiracy. to rob the city, in which the barter and sale of votes 
for tne franchise grant was conducted in a business-like manner. 

Stock testified that he and Murrell made a bargain for the 
passage of the franchise bill through the House of Delegates for 
$75,000 and together deposited the money in a deposit box of the 
Linccin Trust Co. 

President Turner testified that he raised $145,000 for the deal on 
notes endorsed by Wainwright ana Nicolaus, directors of ‘the 
St. Louls & Suburban Railway, and that the interest on the 
notes, still unpaid, is borne by the railway company. He knew 
for what purpose the money was to be expended. The bribe was 
exhibited in court. 

The story of this boodle deal is a dark chapter in the history 
of the city, bu: it is not unique. The story fits in its main points 
a hundred others of the same kind. It discloses the common prac- 
tice of franchise grabbers and boodlers. by which the city has 
been robbed of millions of dollars’ worth of property. 

The testimony in this case should be read with care by every 
citizen of 8t. It exposes the core of municipal corruption— 
the secret sale of Ptarees franchises for private gain. 
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PROMPT AND GENEROUS RELIEF WORK 


As was eminently proper, the great and wealthy republic of 
the United States has set a striking example to the rest of the 
world, in the work of prompt and generous relief for the stricken 
people of the islands of Martinique and St. Vincent. 

In perhaps the quickest time ever made in the enactment of 
a law, the United States passed an aci appropriating $200,000 
for thé sufferers, and stands ready to add another $300,000 if it 
shall be found necessary. 

Immediately upon this, President Roosevelt appointed com- 
mittees in the large cities for the collection of funds. This step 
is ylelding good results, New York having raised over $15,000 and St. 
Louis cver $10,000 in the two days since the committees began 
work. 

And American ships, bearing food and clothing, started for the 
scene of devastation as soon as they could be loaded. including 
the Post-Dispatch and New York World’s chartered ship ‘“‘Long- 
fellow," which cleared from New York at noon Friday, with 50 
tons of supplies, more than has been delivered thus far by all 
of the vessels dispatched. 

Comparisons in such cases are invidious, but Americans may 
well feel gratified at this manifestation of prompt and practical 
Sympathy. Wealthy England seems apathetic on the subject, 
the fund raised in London only reaching $30,000 on Friday. France, 
too, is strangely unconcerned. Including the $100,000 sent by the 
government by a representative, the French funds on Friday 
amounted to about $160,600. 

America owes it to the world to be first in rendering ald where 
the need is so great. She has been easily first in responding 
to tne need. But the work is not yet done. Many thousands 
of human beings are to be saved from starvation. The people 
of the United States wil! only stay their efforts when all the 
victims yet alive in the two afflicted islands have been cared for.

The way to boil an egg is not to boil it 
at all. This may seem paradoxical, but !s 
nevertheless true. Put the eggs in a wire 
basket with a handle, the frying basket 
will answer; then set the basket in a boiler 
and cover the eggs well with perfectly cold 
water, not warm or hot, but cold water; 
set the boiler over the fire where the water 
will heat quickly and let the water just 
come to a boil, but it must not boil; at 
this particular thme—not a moment later 
or sooner—remove the basket from the 
water and the eggs will be cooked just as 
they should be; spread a large dolly on a 
heated dish; lay the eggs on this; fold the 
corners of the doily over the eggs and 
serve at once. Follow the directions to 
the letter, and when the eggs are broken 
and turned out of the shell, a la American, 
they will roll out like balls of jelly leaving 
the shell clear and clean, the egg thor- 
oughly cooked, tender and delicate. 


Cupped Eggs. 

Butter the requisite number of egg cups 
and carefully break a fresh egg into each; 
set the cups in a strainer over boiling wa- 
ter and cook until the whites are turned 
and set. Drop a bit of sweet, fresh butter 
on top of each and shake a pinch of minced 
parsley over the butter; serve at once. 


Scalloped Eggs. 

Moisten a cup of stale bread crumbs with 
cream or rich milk; put a layer in the bot- 
tom of a buttered dish; cover with a Byer 
ef sliced hard-boiled eggs; lay over bits 
of butter; season with white pepper and 
salt. Continue until the dish is filled; cov- 
er the top with fine bread crumbs moist- 
ened with butter and set in the oven to 
brown. Serve with cream sauce. 


Rumbled Eggs. 

Break six eggs into a bowl; add a tea- 
spoonful of melted butter, a tablespoonful 
of milk, or two tablespoonfuls of cream 
instead of butter and milk; then turn into 
a saucepan; set over boiling water and 
stir until the eggs are thick and creamy, 
season with pepper and salt and pour over 
buttered toast; garnish with a few sprigs 
of parsley and serve while hot.

Add half a teaspoonful 
of salt and a tablespoonful of vinegar to 
the water; spread the stewed celery on & 
hot dish; lift out the eggs carefully; drain 
and place on the celery “mattress; gar-

Grate rich soft cheese and to each cup- 
ful add the yolks of three hard-boiled eggs;

nicely with cream or melted butter. Cut 
thin and trim slices of whole wheat bread 
and spread with the mixture.

Married 7 Hours After Hus- 
band Got Decree of Separa- 
tion From Second Wife, 


CRUELTY IS HER CHARGE 


DEFENDANT KNEW HER a5 
BELLE OF HIS NATIVE TOWN. 


Shepard’s First Wife Died and His 
Second Wife Did Not Protest Suit | 
Which Was Asked on Grounds 
of Desertion. 


Clara A. Shepard filed suit Friday in the 
St. Louis Circuit Court for divorce from 
James H. Shepard of 6129 Washington 
boulevard, president of the Tontine Loan 
and Security Co. 

Mrs. Shepard alleges in her petition that 
her husband assaulted and beat her. 

The Shepards were married by Justice 
of the Peace Walker seven hours after 
Judge Talty granted a decree of divorce to 
Mr. Shepard from his second wife, Ruth 
Oma Shepard, on the ground of desertion. 

The second Mrs. Shepard did not contest 
the suit. It was alleged in the petition 
that she had deserted her husband be- 
cause she objected to the three children 
of Mr. Shepard by his first wife, who is 
‘dead.

Cannibals Slew Wife and Child, But 
Were Prevented From Eating 
the Bodies.

. VICTORIA, B. (., May 17.—The steam- 
ship Miowera brought details of the death 
of the wife and infant of Rev. Ludwig 
Wolff, a German missionary at Paparatava, 
New Guinea, at the hands of natives. 

The missionary was absent, and his wife 


and child. with Miss Cole, a teacher, and 
some blacks, were at the mission. 

The natives, praparing for a cannibal 
feast to celebrate the erection of a new 
house, surprised the mission, killed Mrs. 
Wolff and her child and some of the blacks 
with axes. 

Miss Cole ran into the house, and the 
cook. a native, armed with a rifie, kept the 
crowd at bay until the arrival of other 
blacks. when they fied, carrying off some 
of the blacks for a feast. Miss Cole and 
the other blacks escaped through the bush 
to a mission station at Takubar. The po- 
lice were sent tack. After burying the 
missionary'’s wife and child, they estroyed 
the villages nearby and. killed 30 natives 
and captured othera.
